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M. DELCASSE TO REMAIN. 

French Statesman Decides to Retain 
Foreign Portfolio. 

Paris, April 22. — Yielding lo the 
personal .solicitations of President 
I/oubet, and llic leaders of tlio 
government party, that liis retire- 
meut would he a serious nationnl peril 
at the time, M. Delcasse today advised 
Premier RouTier that ho would recon- 
sider and 'withdraw bis rcsignutlou as 
foreign minister. 

This was after strcug nssurauccs had 
been given M. Delcasse that the minis- 
try was united in sympathy and sup- 
port of his foreign policy. It was tlie 
intention to bold a special cabinet coun- 
cil at whifdi tlie united attitude ot the 
ministry upon foreign qucslioiis would 
eive detinite expression. However, 
M. Didcasse's personal conferences wilii 
M. Louliel and Roiivicr made sucli nu 
explicit declaration unnecessary, the pro- 
posed council was aliandoned anil M. 
Uouvier wont lo the ICIy.see palace at 5 
o'clock tills evening, where he aiinonuc- 
eil to M. Loubet that M. Delcasse would 
remain in the cnhinet. 

During tho conferenees today between 
tlio President and MM. Ronvier and 
Delcasse the latter said he would retain 
tho portfolio of foreign affairs only in 
case the entire cabinet approved of his 
foreign policy, which he ■n-oiibi cany out 
according to his views. Tho authority 
necessary to carry negotiations out with 
powers was iiicfTeclive if sucli negotia- 
tions led to reserves or divergencies 
among the memliers of the cabinet. The 
puiposo of the iiili'iiiieil rabinet iiioetiiig 
was then reiiiiived and every .srnipk- in 
Ihe mind of liie for.-'igii iiiiiii~ler coiieerii- 
iiig llie loyally and suiiporl given him. 
The conferences accoinplishiMi the same 
object, showing tliat there was no diver- 
gence of views, and in consequence M. 
Delcasse gave as his final auswer that 
he would remain.

The re-enactment of the Alien Im- 
migration Act duriiiK the closing days 
of the British Columbia LegialaturL' ha.s 
lalleil fdi- a great deal of unfavorable 
crltieisrii on Itio part of the Ea.stern 
Canadian ;iiid Uritlsh prews.

ii) the friendly relations which exist 
between Great Britain and Japan, such 
legi-'^latlori .should not be permitted to 
remain on our .statute booi;.s. It is re- 
garded as an affront to a power with 
which we have treaty relations, and 
one which has proved Itself to be, in 
military prowess. In the arts of clvlll- 
z;itlon and In Indu.strial deveiojunent, 
the equal of any of the European na- 
tions, or of the United States. That Is 
to say. Its status Is equal to that of 
any other nation, and, therefore, Its 
people are entitled to all the consid- 
eration and respect due to other civil- 
ized peoples.

II will 
hardly )«■ dciiU-d tliat the Alien liiunl- 
gratloii Act of thi.s Province alms to 
Indirectly accomplish what is Impos- 
sible In any other way. We have no 
(l')ubt tliat tlic .Vet in question. If re- 
ferreil to the cnurts, would be declared 
to be unconstitutional.

In any event tho 
work of the daily newspaper roprosen- 
tative is made doubly hard, in his solic- 
itations of this advertiser by reason of

days. That five people on an aver- 
ago road each paper is tho recog- 
nized standard given circulation by any 
competent authority. On this basis 
this issue of tho paoer is read by 22,- 
500 people either in, or in the majority 
of instances, tributary to Victoria. The 
daily newspaper affords the most econ- 
omical plan of publicity — there is prac- 
tically no waste force. Through thia 
mediurn a daily announcement or solici- 
tation i,T addressed to Hie home, a daily 
interview is lind with tlio buying head 
of tho household, and by moans of 
cumulative results as the results of 
persistent work, the desired end is at- 
tained. The daily newspaper is almost 
as much a part of tho life of tho intelli- 
gent people as is their food or sleep. 

Advertising that stops frequently or 
doesn't run regularly may be compared 
in value vvlth a watch having the 
times when considering his ex- 
penditure, may wish that he 
had the amount of money expended 
during the last year in advertising, and 
decide to either reduce or do without 
it.

Spring Ridge Pits Difficulty Is 
Solved— More Watering Carts 
Are Needed. 



What witli discussion over the ex- 
pediency of the corporation taltlne: over 
tiie giis works, the Spring Ridge sand 
pits difficulty, and the move to have 
the tram line extended to Ross Bay 
■cemetery, happenings lii City hall cir- 
cles Uurlntr the week just closed liave 
been fairly full of Interest. Quite the 
most important matter which the ald- 
ermen had in hand durlnt; the week 
was the question of arrangrliig for the 
expeditious handling: o£ material from 
the Spring Ridge pits in order to uc- 
commodate the contractors who are 
filling In the Hats around the C. P. R. 
hotel site. At one time it appeared 
that a serious difficulty had arisen 
which might delay work on the big 
hotel structure, but happily this was 
smoothed over and the flat-filling job 
1h now proceeding very exiiedillously. 
The council was in a somewhat trying 
position In the matter — reshii-nls of 
Spritig Ridge being disinclined to see 
further wholesalL' excavations at the 
pits, while the C. P. U. were insl.steiit 
that the work of liliing in tlie Hats 
must be hasteneil in order to give the 
contractors for the superstructure a 
chance to get to work on or about May 
1. After full consideration of the mat- 
ter, a decision was reached wiiicii. it 
is believed, will be satisfactory to all 
parties concerned — the entire pits will 
be open to the contractors on the tm- 
derstanding that easy grades be made 
from all adjoining properties, the banks 
fully protected and street levels prop- 
erly safeguarded. The corporation will 
also do considerable work in the niat- 
ler of .'dreet improvements.

carts. In this connection it Is to be 
mentioned that at tomorrow evening's 
meeting of the council a petition will 
be presented from the business men 
near the comer of Fort and Govern- 
ment streets complaining of the manner 
in which the street sprinkling is car- 
ried on In that vicinity.

A 
considerable quantity of the material is 
constantly dropping off, and, with a 
superabundance of water from the 
sprinklers, the ntreets are soon render- 
ed very muddy, to the arnioyanco of j Te Deum 
pedestrians and to the Inconvenience of i Hymu 
shopkeepers and other business men. 
By the carts hauling gravel using 
Douglas and Humboldt streets as a 
route, the matter will, in a measure, bo 
very largely remedied.

liritlsh Columbia is the only province 
which has preserved the old Knglish 
custom which obliges judges to wear 
wigs. Our news columns yesterday re- 
ported the first wigless sitting of the 
British Columbia Appeal Court. This 
was the result of an enactment abolish- 
ing the wig, pas.seil at the last session 
ot the legislature. The n;.ison for this 
odd piece of legislation we do not know, 
although one need not seek far for ar- 
guments against tlie jiractice. Al the 
same time we are surprised tliat the 
judges of a provinee' which so keenly 
l-egards lOnglisli preeedi'Ut in .-ill nial- 
t(;rs should l;iiiiely submit to a (ii'inand 
that they surrender the liiKignia of their 
rank and oIlU.'c, This, .appii ren 1 1;.', they 
have (lone; and llius passes .iway fnim 
Canada a venerable usage of tlie bench. 
English Customs in the West. 

liritlsh Columbia Is not, however, 
without other customs drawn from ihi; 
Old Coiinliy, but not honored In otiier 
I)r()Vinees. In lirilisli Columbia, as in 
lOngluiid, the rule of the road is "Keep 
to the left and you're sure to be right." 
If we had this custom here, all tralliu 
,goiiig down Yonge street would be on 
the cast side of the street, and all trallic 
W(.'st- bound on King street would be on 
the south side of that thoroughfare. 
The advantage of this practice lies in tlu; 
fact th.-it as the drlv.'r sits on the right 
side of the vehicle he will be better able 
to meet and pass other conveyances. In 
railways this rule Is almost universal. 
Another English custom In British Col- 
umbia afteots the publication of raom- 
Ing newspapers. Acting on the theory 
tliat the real work for any given issue 
is done on the previous' day, In the Pa- 
cific province there Is no Monday morn- 
ing paper. There Is, however, one on 
Sunday, for which the work Is done on 
Saturday. These traditions are jeal- 
ously preserved, aliiiuugli their learned 
friend, the wig, has vanished from 
among them. 

Tradltiong of the Benfih. 

We do not fear that the British Col- 
umbia judiciary will suffer In Influence 
and dignity by the loss of Its horsehair, 
although It must be admitted that not 
long ago a judge in that province made 
himself ridiculous In the way he hand- 
led a contemjit case. This was merely 
an implcas.ant exception to the estab- 
lished precedent of fearless f.ilrness 
which has distinguished liritlsh Colum- 
bia, judges, AVhen court was first lield 
there under Judges who received tlitdr 
.apiiointnient under ICngilsli warr.aiit, 
there were few Hrlllsli subjects west of 
Ihe Uockles. By far the predominating

space covered by black silk. This Is 
the mark of the coif which has since 
dlsapiieared. It is worth noting that 
the only time a coif could be concealed 
was when the judge, pronouncing sen- 
tence, donned the black cap, and that 
the original Intention of this solemn 
ceremony was to hide the coif, not the 
face of the judge. In connection with 
this custom. It la Interesting to observe 
that when an English judge attends 
state functions in his ofilolal capacity 
he Is required to carry with him the 
black cap. 

The Gowns and tho Lapel. 

In the black silk gowns of King's 
counsel we have a memorial of the 
death of a daughter of James II. The 
courts went Into mourning, and the

not iippearing in full forensic costume. 
His Lordship said he had set the ex- 
ainiili" of leaving off the wig in conse- 
(liience of the unprecedented heat of the 
weathiM-. as he thought there were 
limits to human endurance. Sir Robert 
Collier expressed the wish that his pre- 
cedent might be generally followed, and 
hoped that the obsolete Institution of 
the wig was condng to an (;nd -ri, hope 
In which many of the profession eon- 
cur.' 

Hut though Sir Robert and Sir J. 1^. 
Wilde made themselves thus conspicu- 
ous, they died without seeing any fur- 
ther signs of the death of the practice. 
The Wig and the Golf. 

Paradoxical as It may seem, the wig 
dies hard, because It Is so old. Strict- 
ly speaking, It came In after tho Restor- 
ation, and has ever since been worn on 
the English bench, but the wearing of 
a judicial enp Is of earlier origin, and 
dates back as far as l-^ngllsh (Courts of 
justice. It is not thc> >vig itsi-if which 
is the judge'.'! proper Insignia, but the 
coif, which Is iirobabiy a survival of 
Ihe time when priissts were lawyers. 
The coif Is a small piece of lace which 
was worn liy judges before Ihe advent 
of the wig. Members of the judiciary 
ile,slrlng to be fashionable, and y?t not 
daring to conceal the sacred coif, were 
driven to thi> expedient of having a hole 
cut through the top of tin- wig, so that 
the coif might slio-.v. in the Lord Clilof 
Justice's wig today may be seen a round •

• room for difference of this kind, yet 
Mr. J. C. Watson and his first lieuten- 
ant, Mr. W. M. Hughes, hold views com- 
pletely opposite on the great fiscal 
(luestlon. As for Mr. Held, the present 
I)reniier — he lias a reputation for be- 
ing on both sides of a ((uestion at the 
same time. More than once he has 
spoken against a bill and voted for it. 
This lias gained him the delectable 
nickname of "Yo.s-No Georglo." In fact 
AustralUm politicians, as a wliole, seem 
to agree with Abraham Lincoln ttuit 
It is only fools and the dead that never 
change their minds. 

The looseness of these party divisions 
makes for purity and progress in poli- 
tics. \Yhen the political enemy of to- 
day may become the political friend 
of tonKjrrow, there is little room for 
I)ersonal abuse or even bitterness. And 
bitterness is a prolific root of political 
evil. Rob politics of Us bitterness and 
you rob elections of their excitement. 
A general election there is a very or- 
derly affair, free from rioting, kidnap- 
ping, ballot-stufflng and bribery. The 
general public cannot be expected to 
work itself up Into a passion when the 
spoils of olllce are restrained to seven 
ministers of state. The civil service 
Is Independent of the politician, for 
Australia Is above the barbarity of 
the spoils system. Compared with 
American, Australian politics are as 
pure as driven snow. No doubt there 
are politicians here who would stoop to 
bribe or be bribed — but when detected 
they are driven from public life with 
salutary speed and severity. As long 
as public sentiment is so wliolesome 
there Is little danger of corruption eat- 
ing deep into the body politic. 

The best Intelligence of .the country 
Is devoted tc politics. Most questions 
ai-e approached with nn open mind and 
debated on their merits. As soon as 
the people doubt the energy of one 
party, they Qttlckly put another in its 
stead. As a nation of sportsmen the 
Australians have a tendency to give the 
' other side a chance. And so during 
the five months of last year, the Com- 
monwealth of Australia had as many 
changes of government as llie United 
States liad had in fifteen years, lOng- 
land in eighteen, or Canada in thirty 
years. Under tliese circumstances a 
government can hope to hold power 
only by showing tlie most untiring en- 
ergy and progress. Australia might 
])ossibly be better off If it had less pro- 
gressive legislation, and if more were 
left to tlio energy of individuals. In 
most countries governments move slow- 
ly and reluctantly, lagging far behind 
public opinion. There womanhood suf- 
frage and old age pensions were really 
thrust upon the people. There was cer- 
tainly no public agitation for the 
federal arbitration bill, for which 
two governments heroically laid down 
'their lives. 

That is the spirit of Australian poli- 
tics. Everyone is a Democrat and it 
may even be said that everyone Is a Re- 
publican as well, for the Commonwealth 
of Australia Is as true a republic as the 
i:nlted States of America. Australians, 
like Canadians, will tell you that they 
live under a constitution that is freer 
than that of the United States, inas- 
much as they can get rid of a govern- 
ment the moment tliev please. Instead 
of waiting to the end of a four-year 
term. In place of the presidential sys- 
tem they have the parliamentary sys- 
tem. The Oovernor-Gen<Tal, who rep- 
resents the King ,is a mere social and 
political figurehead, \slthoul the least 
real power. The g.ivernmpnt Is In the 
hands of a parliament, ('(jnsistlng of 
the House of Representatives and thr 
benate. both elected under a law whlcli 
gives one vote, and one onlv, to ev»i. 
citizen, man or womar. h or p..ot 
Parliament, In turn, entrusts the execu 
five work to the party leaders In whom 
It has most confidence. When that con 
fldence Is withdrawn, the minister must 
resign. 

Australia has not yet brought forth 
.an epigrammlst to sum up in one riash- 
ing phrase the general alms and spirit 
of the Labor party. "The ultimate aim 
of the Labor party," said Mr. Watson, 
"is to secure for tlio

that there are three parties interested 
in every Industrial dispute — the em- 
ployers, the employees and the public. 
The public always desires arbitration; 
so that when one of the other two part- 
ies also wlsh_\s it the case for insisting 
upon it l;e;'u;nes very strong. When 
two labor dls|nil,..its block business by 
starting to ligni li cut, the state has a 
rlglit to hitorfer-, as it has with two 
common street brawlers who block 
traffic. The Interference does not In- 
volve injustice on either side. In fact, 
it is the only guarantee that Justice will 
be done to either side; for to wear out 
an opponent in a strike is no proof of a 
just cause. 

The Commonwealth conciUiatlon and 
arbitration act. as It .-nands is worth 
sketching, l-'rovlsion is made for fill- 
ing all huhi.strhil .■igreements, and so 
giving them the force of law. Only a 
union proi)erly formed and registered, 
can represent tlie side of labor before 
tlie court. Such a union may sue or 
be sued. Any one hundred workmen 
may form a union; but no union may 
be granted registration if it tries to 
make Itself a close corporation,, or im- 
poses unreasonable conditions ution Its 
members. On the contrary, it niust be 
governed by approved rules. for the ad- 
mission of membeVs, election of officers. 



Strlke.s and lockouts are first defined 
and then prohibited under a penalty of 
?5,000. But to prevent malicious' pros- 
ecutions imder these sections, it is la,ld 
down tliat no action shall be begun 
without leave of the court. This court 
Is to consist merely of a president, 
chosen from the highest Judicial bench 
in the land. Ho will be absolutely in- 
dependent, and from ills decisions there 
win be no appeal. The act instructs 
him to be guided by equity, good con- 
science, and the substantial merits of 
each case, witliout regard to tcchnlcal- 
itle.s, legal forms, rules for evidence, or 
any other restraints. Lawyers may not 
ajjpear without consent of both sides. 
In addition to tlio disputes brought be- 
fore it by masters or men, the court 
may intervene of its own accord In an 
industrial quarrel. As the act stands, 
It applies to all workers except domes- 
tic servants, and tliose engaged In ag- 
ricultural, vitlcuitural, horticultural and 
dairying pursuits. Saleswomen and 
stenographers, school teachers and 
newspaper reporters, bank clerks and 
plck-and-shovel men may all form their 
unions, and apply to the court to define 
the terms and conditions of their em- 
ployment. The hours of work, tlic rates 
of pay, the age and sex of tlie workers, 
the duties and privileges of both eni- 
ployers and employed, the vexed ques- 
tion of ap|u-enti,ces, and the .still more 
\exed (luesllon of profei-ential treat- 
ment t(j unionists, of the closed shop 
or the open shop — tliese and all Mlc 
topics may be settled by the couri. To 
any award the court may attach jien- 
altles for Its breach. Those penalties, 
if Incurred, may be sued for and recov- 
ered, not only by tlie oflilcers of the 
court Itself, but by any employer, union 
or Individual unionist affected. The 
Individual unionist, on the other hand, 
becomes personally liable to the extent 
of $50, when the funds of the union ore 
not sufflclent to satisfy a Judgment 
against It. The law against striking 
iip))lles to non-unlonlsts as much as to 
unionists.

The symptoms are mainly those of 
Intense mental excitement. The pa- 
tient exhibits a morbid desire to anni- 
hilate time and space, regardless of the 
consecjuences. This general condition 
Is vividly, if not elegantly, described by 
the slangy expre.fslon, "chesty." He 
becomes impatient, autocratic, unreas- 
onable and Jicciulres a strong aversicin 
to odicers of tlie law. Anorexia and in- 
soninla sometimes develop In the later 
stages of the malady, lialluclnatlnns sii- 
I'ln-vene. und the i)alieiit exhibits 
strange la.'<l<'s, sii<di. for example, :is 
preferring the odor of g,-isoIliie to that 
or the well-known niephills meiihltca. 
Tile disetise is sl(jwly progressive, and 
h; time the patient becomes a pitiable 
nervous wreck. 

iJlagnosIs i.s not difficult as a rule, al- 
tliough motor fever has been mistaken 
fur mania a potu. In the latter disease, 
111 wever. It Is snakes that the patient 
si?es about him and feels that he must 
kill, while In motor fever It Is usually 
women and children, though sometimes 
dogs and small babies, only.

It Is doiilitful u-helhi^r a patient who 
litis tlie ili.'a-asi- In its Wdfst form ever 
recovers. Occasionally ii severe shock, 
sneh ;is mlglit oeriir from a. broken limb 
or a broken nerk, proiluces a temporary 
ameliiiratlon of the symptoms, but they 
nsuiiliy return iit a hiter iierlod. In a 
more violent form than ever. 

The treatment of motor fever, as It 
stands today. Is Irrelevant .and clitiotic. 
There ;ire some In every community 
wlio argue in favor of tlic shotgun or 
the axe. As ii iirophyltictlc measure 
this may at times benefit the people at 
large, for there Is no donlit that this 
line of treatment is soniething of a de- 
terrent, but there is no evidence to show 
that It has ever proven particularly sat- 
isfactory to the patient. It Is the duty 
of the medical profession to discourage 
these heroic measures, for the disease Is 
quite prevalent among doctors, and 
good men are already sufRcIently scarce. 
A reputation and a fortune await him 
who discovers a remedy for motor fever 
— .something that will do the work with 
ne.itnesa and despatch, without endan- 
gering the life of the victim or Jeopard- 
l:ilng the hereafter of the rest of the 
community.

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London, April S.— Tlie followers o£ 
Mr. Kvaii Roberts, the Welsh revival- 
ist, are concerned at the strange 
change that has come over his dispo- 
sition slnca liSs week of rdtlrenient 
and silence. He is no longer the exuber- 
ant young nnui who made the build- 
ings In which he spoke ring wiUi laugh- 
ter. His nights and days of prayer 
and introspection have need htm great- 
ly and changred his brightness into 
something approaching asceticism, and 
his addresses are now marked by 
strange outbursts of .feverish excite- 
ment. One of the most extraordinary 
incidents of his mission occurred this 
week at Blaenanercli, in Carmarthen- 
shire, wlilch place he suddenly and un- 
expectedly decided to visit after rest- 
ing for a period at his liome at Lous:- 
lior. At tlie oommencenient of tlie .ser- 
vice he accused a yoatli In ttie gallery 
<jf mockery, and then broke down in 
iigonlzing sobbings. Three boya there- 
upon rose and "confessed," but the 
misstoner declared' that the niocker 
was not one of the t^'ree.' I^ter an- 
other strange incident occurred. "The 
mlssloner's soul," to quote an observer, 
"seemed steeped In agony," because, 
he said, a man in the chapel was deny- 
ing the Divine inspiration of the Bible. 
Nobody rose to confess, and after an 
interval of the greatest tension Mr. 
Roberts leaped up, saying, "God has re- 
vealed the name and the age of the 
man. He Is aged 23. Oh, I^ord, for- 
give." A few minutes later the evan- 
gell.st smiled .loyfully, for, he said, iho 
man had changed his views, and there 
was no need for him to confess pub- 
licly. Mr. Roberts, after speaking 
brielly against the sin of scepticism, 
startled liis hearers by declaring that 
there was a man iiresent who had com- 
mitted sacrilige. This created a pain- 
ful sensation, which was brought to 
an end by the misstoner saying that 
the man must malce three-fold restitu- 
tion and confess to his church. Later 
he threw out a challenge to one, who, 
he said, doubted the revelation of God 
in the scriptures. If tlie scriptures 
were false, then might he (the mtsslon- 
er) be removed; if true, then might the 
doubter suffer removal. Nothing of 
miraculous nature happened, but the 
evangelist, who by this time had work- 
ed himself up into a state of great ex- 
citement, concluded a memorable ser- 
vice by predicting terrible times which 
the people would understand a month 
hence. The Rev. Tudor Jones, Unitar- 
' Ian minister at Swansea, discussing 
the nature of Mr. Roberts' recent ut- 
terances. In an interview said: "I can- 
not llnd that these fits of Mr. Evan 
Roberts have tuught him many of the 
virtues found in the gospel. I think 
that the supernatural •• pretensions 
which the past few weeks! have reveal- 
ed will do more luurm to religion than 
any good the. revival may have done." 

Vivid word pictures of life in the coal 
mine were given In the House of Com- 
mons this week by members who have 
themselves wielded picks tmd pushed 
trolleys. They are asking Parliament 
to tlx an eight hours' day for pit boys 
under eighteen years of age. Mr. 
Thomas Richards, who represents the 
late Sir "William Harcourt's old con- 
stituency, supplied an impressionistic 
account of a boy's day In a Welsh col- 
liery. He depicted him leaving his cot- 
tage home in the darkness of a winter's 
morning; he showed him brushing 
away ^vlth his cap the snow from the 
seat of the open railway truck that was 
to carry him to the pit brow, and then, 
one of, perhaps, a thousand other boys 
and men, walking, bent almost double, 
through the dark, noisome "roads" to 
the place of his labor. "There the poor 
lad reclines on his side, hour after hour, 
every strolte of his 'pick releasing a 
breath of noxious gas, every passing 
pony raising a cloud of brittle, sting- 
ing dust." It was Mr. Richards' maiden 
speech. The House listened to him 
with wrapt, silent Interest. There was 
no glamor of eloquence or fine phrase- 
ology to titilate tne ear. Jlr. Richards 
had a story to tell, founded on actual 
expcrieiice, and tie told It with a blunt 
directness and in homespun words that 
took the House captive. 'You are do- 
ing well," once cried an enthusiastic 
member, as Mr. Richards faltered In 
the grip of nervousness which he 
quaintly asked the House to excuse. 
It was with a feeling akin lo relief that 
the House sei-zed an ofiportunity lo 
laugh at a story related by the miners' 
member. On one occasion he occupied 
a seat In the strangers' gallery when a 
Unionist member described the collier's 
life as "rather enviable." Mr. Rich- 
ards asked a miner who accompanied 
him what he thought of that descrip- 
tion and the attitude of the House. "It 
was tlie mo.st profane silence 1 ever 
listened to," waif the reply. Much was 
made by all the miners' representa- 
tives of i>hyEical deterioration caused 
by working under ground. Unfortu- 
nately for the strength of their case, 
llie members who tlieni.solves thus 
woi'ked in their early days are acknowl- 
•-■dged tci iKis.se.ss llie sturdle:-;! frames 
In the ch.imbe'-. Indeed, the Hon. T. 
1-1. Cochrane, representing the Home 
tjffice, (luoted statistics showing that 
the health of miners was abo\'e tlu: 
.'Lvenige in other arduous occupations 
The bill providing for an eight hours' 
day in the CBHe of pit boys was read a 
second time. 

The Duke of Marlborough is becom- 
ing very popular as a presiding of- 
ficer over public meetings and has act- 
ed In that capacity on no less than ten 
occasions during the past fortnight. 
The Duchess rarely accompanies her 
liusband on these occasions. In fact, 
she Is not going out very much just 
now. The Duke made rather a new 
departure this week la presiding over 
a meeting of the Society for Promoting 
Chrl.stian knowledge, when the work 
of the emigration branch of the society 
was under consideration. Among those 
present were Lord Aberdeen. Lord 
Hras.sey, the Bl.shop of Miushonaland, 
.Sir T. Kowell Buxton, the Bishop of 
Bangor, Mr. David Howard, the Rev. J. 
Brldger, and Sir K. Noel Walker. The 
methods of the society In their work 
of spiritual ministration to emigrants 
are three. Ocean liners are visited at 
the ports of depart urs; chaplain.') are 
provided during the voyage; ;in(l the 
society has chaplains at the ports of 
nrlval and at the leading towns in the 
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f Colonies and elsewhere. The society 
also has a "ladies' emigration commit- 
tee," whlcli specially concerns itself 
with providing matrons for, and other- 
wise ende.n.vorlng to further the safety 
and comfort of women and girls. Dur- 
ing the years 1903-4 at.Iilverpool and 
Southampton alone over 600 liners were 
visited before sailing, and similar work 
was done at Londonderry^ Glasgow. 
Greenock, Plymouth, and other ports. 
In the same year 119 liners took S. P. 
C. K. chaplains for the whole voyage, 
and the society had 200 honorary chap- 
lains at the principal ports and towns 
abroad willing to receive the welcome 
emigrants. ^The Duke of Marlborough 
in opening the proceedings, said that 
in ia02 and 1903 28,000 Individuals left 
Great Britain for South Africa, and the 
numbers that emigrated to Canada 
were 15,000 in 1002, 46,000 In 1903, and 
over 50,000 in 1904. On behalf of the 
Colonial Office, he said they recognized 
the good work that this society had 
done In the past, and as far as it lay 
in their power they were anxious to 
give it every aid and support. After 
Lord Aberdeen had addressed the meet- 
ing the Bishop of MashonEland„ said 
he would not only lllce to see a confer- 
ence on the special care of emigrants, 
but a conference on the education of 
intending emigrants. Lord Bnissey 
and Sir T. Fouc. Buxlon also spoke 
In support of the movement The 
Bishop of Stepney said that, if It were 
worth while to send out emigrants. It 
was necessary to send them out with 
as much equipment of moral force as 
they could cominiuid.

His Holiness laments 
tnat " so many jioor young men" nave 
been leu astray Uy tnose "wno do not 
scruple to conduct them along a patn 
mai leads lo ruin." He deplores the 
fact tnat Catholic papers have criticis- 
ed Bisaops mat "justly condemned the 
muepenaent Democrats." He con- 
demns tne proposed congress at Bo- 
logna, lorbids "Cataoltcs' to take 
part in it, and threatens with canonical 
jienaittes any priest tnat may ao so. 
Ana — most iinportant and significant of 
all — ne expressly repudiates tne conten- 
tion that tne spnere of ecclesiastical au- 
thority is limited to matters concerning 
faltn and morals, and claims tor tne 
Pope iuid the Blsnops tne rignt to direct 
social action. 

The news that the German Emperor 
dined with tne Erench ambassador at 
Berlin recently is to be regarded as evl- 
ucuce tnat relations beiween France 
aiid Germany nave once more become 
normal, wnlcn tney had not been for a 
Jong lime past, it is, in fact, aevei-al 
years since the Kaiser favored the 
l''reuch .ambassador with his company 
at dinner, tliougli he dines from time 
to time at tne oiner embassies. There 
has long been a general soreness on the 
part of Germany towards France, which 
it Is Impossible to explain otherwise 
Itian as' a consequence tlrst of the 
the Franco-Russian alliance, then of 
the rapproacnment of France with Italy 
and last but not least, of the Anglo- 
French entente. So long as France 
found herself In the splendid Isolation 
In which Prince Bismarclt had succeed- 
ed In placing her, there was not much 
friction between Paris and Berlin. But 
as soon as France sought friends and 
was lucky eno-jgh to llnd them, Ger- 
many beg.'ui to sulk with her, and has 
sulked ever since, with occasional out- 
bursts of downright Ill-humor, surpris- 
ing on the part of a power which pro- 
fesses to be one of the mainstays of the 
world's peace. 

The tcmponiry collapse of Russia's 
inilltary and naval resources and her 
tlireatening hnanclal ditllculties have 
undoubtedly modllled the balance of 
power In Europe, and It cari only In? 
considered as a good omen for the fu- 
ture If Germany should have ac(iulred 
the conviction that after all her inter- 
ests will be best served by cultivating 
amicable relations, and co-operating a-s 
often as opportunity arises with France 
and her friends. For a long, time to 
come Russia will be, If not 'a legible 
quantity, at all events an infinitely less 
powerful factor than she has been In 
international politics, and Germany will 
have to shape her policy accordingly. 
If there really la to be an Improvement 
In relations between France and Ger- 
many, there Is every reason for the 
peace-abiding states of Europe to re- 
joice.

Johannesburf,, April S. — In a 
Kpe(^ch at Germlston, Lord M liner 
took leave of the Transvaal.

The reason.s he gives are that the Ger- 
m.'tn .Socialists "liave no confidence In 
the representatives of the present state, 
who treat the worklngmen like second 
cla.ss citizens," that they condemn mil- 
itarism as anti-democratic, and that 
the money required for the.se ptirposes 
comes largely from custom duties and 
indirect taxes on products consumed 
by tile laboring cla.sse.s — taxes which 
are both unjust and crushing. More- 
over, the German Kmi)eror has often 
preached to the soldiers that they must 
be ready to Are, If he bid them to do so, 
upon their fathers and mothers. To 
approve such a system as this would be, 
Herr Bebel says, a villainous proceed- 
ing. 

London, April 8. — The famous cope 
of Nicholas IV.. the theft of which from 

the Ascoll cathedral balTted the Italian 

police for over two years, and which 
was eventually found in J. Plerpont 
Morgan's collection in a South Ken- 
sington museum, has at last been re- 
turned to the Italian government. Pro- 
found secrecy was ob.served In it.s re- 
moval from the nuisotim, and Its iilace 
on the wall wa.s Immediately tilled by 
a piece of tapestry. It left lOnglaiid a 
month ago In charj;e of one of the sec- 
retaries of the Italian einbas.s-y, and 
elaborate lirecaiitloiis were taken for 
Its safety on the voyage. The copo wius 
originally given to the Asc<dl cathedral 
by Pope Nicholas IV. towards the end 
of the 13th century. The news of Its 
theft sent a shock through the Roman 
Catholic world. Sir Purdon Clark, the 
resigning curator of the museum told 
this week how a London dealer whom 
he knew well, came to him with the 
vestment under his arm, and offered to 
sell It to the museum for f3,00O. Sir 
l^urden told him he could not purchase 
It at that price, and the dealer said he 
would take It to Mr. Morgan. Sir Pur- 
den ventuie<l to think he would not be 
able to gain acces.s to Mr. Morgan, but 
the dealer smilingly assured him that, 
howe\-er unnppro;ich:ible the great 
financier might be, his door was always 
open to the humblest dealer who had 
something to .sell which no one else had. 
Two days later the man returned, 
bringing the cope with him again. He 
bad sold It to Mr. Jlorgiin, and brought 
it back to be placed in bis collection in 
the inuscuni. Mr. Morgan has return- 
ed the copo to the Ilallan government 
unconditionally. It \tI11 now be placed 
In one of the st.ato museums, the theft 
having proved that It was not safe In 
the cathedral.

ing was 184, and that IG of these had 
found no Increase In cost resulting from 



the reduction, while ICf^heC^I -foiifia an 
increase. In ,7 establishments, the In- 
ci-ease in cost was under 3 'per 'Cent, in 
58 establishments the'lncrease 'was un- 
der 10 per centt -and in 110, 10 per cent 
or over. Of thoae'irepprtlng an Increase 
of 10 per cenf'^dr'dvejp, in 58 establish- 
ments the Increase amounted to 10 or 
under 11 per cent, In 13 to 11 or under 
12 per cent. In 18 to 12 or under 15 re- 
cent, and in 15 establishments to 15 or 
under 20 per cent. 

On the otjjer side the report com- 
pares the work on the battleship Con- 
necticut, built at the Brooklyn navy 
yard on an eight hour day, and the bat- 
tleship Louisiana, built at Newport 
News under private contract on a ten 
hour day.

Musicians Union No. 117 of Tacoma, 
has Incorporated the following signifi- 
cant resolution: "Leaders of orches- 
tras shall not be permitted to take two 
engagements for orchostni occurring at 
the same time, and shall tmder ni> cir- 
cumstances permit their name to be 
advertised for an engageinent a.t which 
they do not Intend to be present the 
full engagement, under penalty of line."

The following are-some of 'the'results 
I of the referendum vote taken by the 
members of the Rossland Miners' Union 
last week: "The resolution that pro- 
vided that the local union should take 
an independent political .stand was car- 
ried by a majority of ten to one. The 
resolution indorsing the principle and 
platform of the Socialist party of Can- 
ada was defeated by a vote of twelve 
to one. Secretary Scott said In refer- 
ence to the first resolution that It 
meant the union could support munici- 
pal, provincial or Dominion candidates, 
as It desired, provided it is thought to 
be to the best Interests of the working 
classes to do so.' - ■ 

It Is stated that' the San Francisco 
Butchers' Exchange has pcissed resolu- 
tions against allowing any of their em- 
ployeea displaying labor union buttons 
while on duty, a!nd that any infraction 
of this rule will subject the ofiCehder to 
Instant dismissal. 

Street car employees of Pittsburg, Pa., 
have decided to ask for an advance In 
wages. The present scale Is 22c. an 
hour for the llrst two years for motor- 
men and conductors, 2.^c. an hour for 
the third year, and 24c. the fourth year. 
The union will ask to have these figures 
raised to 24c., 25c. and 2Gc. respectively 
the coming year. 

.\ plan to Induce the barbers of Chi- 
cago to unionize has been adopted hy 
the C'<.ntral Federated Trades of that 
cily It Is for members of unions to 
let their whiskers grow tmtii the jour- 
neymen and boss barbers decide that 
a union Is the proper thing, the plim 
being that no union man can get shaved 
in a shop where the barbers are hot 
union men.

The strike In the iiorcelaln f 
at I.lniiigcs, l''i-ance, lias assumed 
alarming proportions. Twenty thous- 
and workmen are idle owing to the shut 
down of till, factories because of the de- 
niaiKls of the workcr.s. Crowils of 
strikers iiariule the slieets, waving red 
nags, breaking into factories, tearing 
down barricades and fences to such an 
extent that several arrests have been 
made. To sucli an extent have scenes 
of violence been going on that the mil- 
itary were called out, but even these 
failed to quell the riotous mob, who 
greeted them with showers of stones 
and other missiles, until the troops were 
compelled to fire In self-defence, with 
the result that one was killed and oth- 
ers Injured. 

In reply to a delegation of workmen 
from Mo.scow on the 15th Inst., at St. 
Petersburg, the finance minister In- 
formed them that ,a government com- 
mission was now formulated by legis- 
lation to renitily most of their griev- 
ances, Including state Insunuice against 
sickness, accident and for shortening 
hours of labor, abolishing the prohibi- 
tion of unions and criminal punishment 
for strikes and for ihi; iNStabllshmelU of 
an In.iustrial court in which the em- 
ployers and emjiloyed .sliall be repre- 
sented. The Moscow workmen pre- 
sented a petition of rights under eleven 
heads, live of which are embodi(!(l In 
the foregoing, llegarding the others. 
I be irilnister said the c'ommlsslon was 
considering the widening of the sphere 
of action of the "factory hours" on the 
Hues of the factory committees of Ger- 
many, and restrictions as to overtime, 
but on the other points of technical 
education of workmen, extension of 
factory legislation to cover handiwork 
Industries, and the revision of existing 
laws to suit workmen and employers, 
said that education was not In the 
province of the minister. This Inter- 
view Is another Indication of the gen- 
eral conciliatory spirit of the govern- 
ment.
